Drug-Induced Low Pressure Method 
In Surgery Still in Experimental Stage 


By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE 


NEW YORK (AP)— A new 
safety technique in surgery is 
'to give people low blood: pressure 
sbefore thelr operations. 

“The low pressure means less 
bleeding, and so less need for 
blood transfusions. The reduced 
bleeding also gives the surgeon 
a clearer view of the tissues un- 
der operation. ; 

The low blood pressure {fs a 
new kind, created intentionally 
by giving a drug, hexamethonium, 
that makes blood vessels expand. 
The expansion slows the speed of 
blood flow, and reduces pressure. 

‘The drug is one being tried in 
attempts to combat high blood 
pressure, to bring pressure down 
to normal for hours at a. time. 

Its use in surgery on people 
with normal pressure is being 
studied on humans and animals 
at Memorial Centre for Cancer 
and Allied diseases, The method 
originated in Britain, 

Low blood pressure usually is 
a danger signal in surgery. It 
usually comes from loss of too 


_*. 


much blood, and the patient may 
go into shock. 

The drug-created low pressure 
is different. The person still has 
a normal amount of blood, and is 
not in shock. The blood pressure 
is raised after the operation by 
giving drugs that make the blood 
vessels return to normal size 
again. 

At Memorial, members of the 
surgical and anaesthesia depart- 
ments have used the drug on 
nearly 100 patients. 

There Is-less bleeding. A per- 
son may lose only one pint of 
blood, instead of elght or more 
during extensive surgery. This 
saving of his.own blood is safer, 
and less expensive, for the pa- 
tient, - 

Part of the technique fis to 
place the patient in such a posi- 
tion that the site of operation be- 
comes the highest part of his 
body. Due to pull of gravity, less 
blood rises to the tissues under 
operation .

Fists, Grenades, Bayonets 
And Rifle Butts Are Used, 





SEOUL, Korea (AP) — Fighting 
with fists, grenades, bayonets a 
rifle butts, U.S, Marines today re- 
captured “The Hook,’’ main tar- 
get of a Chinese Red attack which 
punctured Allied lines in western 
Korea. 

A staff officer told AP corres- 
pondent Milo Farneti the Marines 
forced back the Communist battal- 
fon (500 to 750 men) which had 
seized one end of the Hook, kill- 
ing an estimated 300 Reds. ! 

“They dug them out of bunk- 
ers and trenches and ran them 
back with grenades and rifles,” 
the officer sald. 

After savage hand-to-hand fight- 
ing, the Marines secured the fish- 
hook-shaped mile-long ridge north- 
east of Panmunjon at 5 p.m, 
Farneti said. Allied tanks and 
planes pounded the Reds during 
the furious battle. 

The Reds poured 17,000 rounds 
of mortar and artillery fire on 
one Marine regiment from dusk 
Sunday to dusk Monday. 


Wrestle in Trenches 


Farneti said the Reds and Mar- 
ines ‘‘at times were actually wrest- 
ling in the trench lines,” 

By nightfall the Marines had re- 
captured all but two or three out- 
posts guarding the Hook, 

The Communists Sunday knocked 
a hole in the U.N, lines and seized 
one end o. “the Hook," a mile-long 
ridge northeast of Panmunjom. 

The Red attack opened with a 
thunderous artillery barrage, Then 
about 2,000 Chinese swarmed 
across the three-mile front,’ They 
overran three of five Allied out- 
posts guarding the fish hook- 
shaped ridge. 

The Marines counter-attacked at 
9 p.m., and fought up a trench 
atop “the Hcok” during the night. 
Allied tanks and planes moved in 
to support a second counter-attack 
today. 

Farneti sald U.N, tanks zeroed 
in their guns on an estimated 200 
Chinese on “‘the ‘ Hook.” U.N. 
planes pounded the Communists 
with explosives and flaming gaso- 
line. The Reds fought back with 
artillery and, mortar shells. 

The Communist advance marked 
the first Red penetration to the 
key ridge since Allied forces seized 
it months ago. However, Farneti 
said the assault appeared merely a 
local test of U. N. strength. 

The m:in red blow, was seven 
miles northeast of Allied-held Bun- 
ker Hill, where bloody fighting 
raged earlicr this fall. A staff of- 
ficer said there was no action on 
Bunker itself. 

From the central front, AP cor. 
respondent John Randolph reported 
Chinese troops made brief stabs 
at U. N. positions on Triangle Hill 
and Sniper Ridge, scene of bitter 
fighting last week. 

A North Korean communique 
claimed heavy western front fight- 
ing last week at Little Gibraltar 
Hill, west of Chorwon, resulted in 
230 casualtics to the 25th Canadian 
Brigade. A Canadian Army spokes- 
man in Ottawa described the com- 
munique as “grossly exaggerated.” 
He added: “We haven't got the 
final figures on the casualties: for 
publication yet, but I am certain 
they are nowhere near that num- 
ber.’
